Wage Ruling 
Affects Few in 
Shoe Plant 


The federal wage-hour divisions 
decree Saturday fixing a minimum 
wage of 35 cents an hour in 
the 
shoe industry will have little ef­ 
fect on the International 
Shoe 
Factory of Sikeston, its m anager 
W. L. Huters, said Monday. 
A press dispatch from W ashing­ 
ton declared 60,000 employes of 
shoe factories, concentrated chief­ 
ly in New England and the 
St. 
Louis area—which includes South­ 
east Missouri, were affected by the 
order, effective April 29. 
Mr. Huters said only a 
very 
few workers in the Sikeston fac­ 
tory m ade below 35 cents. 
The 
minimum here is 30 cents, he said. 
This same arrangem ent is in ef­ 
fect at International’s Cape G ir­ 
ardeau plant. 
Of the 60,000 workers, approx­ 
im ately 900 in Missouri will re ­

This W eek in M issouri History 


. .. Henry Howe Schoolcraft ... 
Almost a century and a quarter 
ago 
Henry 
Howe 
Schoolcraft 
toured the Missouri Ozarks, mak­ 
ing such a competent report 
on I 
his trip that he not only impress- 1 
ed eastern scientists, but govern­ 
ment officials decided to send him 
on a scientific expedition to the 
headwaters 
of 
the 
Mississippi 
river. 
Schoolcraft eventually be­ 
came the nation’s leading author­ 
ity on Indian ethnology, a noted 
scientist and naturalist, and 
the 
author of numerous articles and 
books. 
Schoolcraft, 
born 
in 
Albany, 
New York, on March 28, 1793, one 
hundred and 
forty-seven 
years 
ago this week, 
arrived 
in 
St. 
Louis late in July of 1818. 
This 
western metropolis, a town of 550 
houses, especially pleased 
him, 
and he referred to 
it 
as 
the 
“queen of the west.” No city that 
he knew of in Europe or Asia, sit­ 
uated 1200 miles from the 
sea, 
could be compared to it, he felt. 
With one companion, Levi Petti- 
bone, he left Potosi in Washing­ 
ton county in November, traveled 
in a southwest 
direction 
across 
Bates and Courtois creeks, and on 
the third day reached a Delaware 
Indian village in present craw- 
ford county. 
Four miles 
above 
this camp was a large village of 
Shawnees and three miles below 
another villge of Delawares. 
Across the divide to the south­ 
west they traveled, striking 
the 
Meramec river near its source in 
present Dent county. 
Ducks and 
wild game were abundant, deer 
and elk 
often 
disturbed 
their 
sleep, and almost every night they 
heard the wailing of wolves near­ 
by. 
In the area of 
present 
Texas 
county the travelers camped on a 


tributary of Current river that ran 
alongside rocky bluffs. They gave 
to this stream the name of Cave 
creek, far from their camp in the 
valley they were able to 
visit 
seven caves, and camped in one 
during a rainstorm. 
In all of the 
caves they found pure crystals of 
saltpetre. 
The best known of the caves was 
the famous Ashly 
cave, 
about 
fifty feet by ninety 
feet 
wide 
and thirty feet high, while inside 
were large passages 
and 
huge 
stalactite formations. 
The 
most 
remarkable 
thing 
about the cave to Schoolcraft was 
its nitre deposit, found both in its 
native state in rock crevices and 
also combined with the dirt that 
formed the bottom of the cave. 
The works that had been erected 
by Ashley for extracting the salt­ 
petre were inside the cave, 
al­ 
though a large quantity 
of 
the 
crude saltpetre was piled at its 
mouth. 
No one 
was 
working 
there at that time, but large quan­ 
tities had already been transport­ 
ed to Ashley’s powder factory in 
Washington county. 
Leaving Cave creek on Novem­ 
ber 15, the explorers 
continued 
their course to 
the 
southwest. 
They followed the valley for 
a 
time, and then entered a ‘'high­ 
land" prairie, described as a “level 
woodless 
barren 
covered 
with 
wild grass.” 
Eventually they crossed Whet­ 
stone and Clark creeks in Wright 
county, followed Wolf creek to its 
source, crossed over to the head 
waters of Bryant creek in Douglas 
county, and descended the north 
fork of White river to its mouth 
in Arkansas. On the way School­ 
craft remarked that “the bottom­ 
lands continue to improve both in 
quality and extent, and the growth 


of cane is 
more 
vigorous 
and 
green.” 
After 
some 
adventures 
with 
hunters 
and 
early 
settlers 
on ’ 
White river, they ascended into 
what today are Taney and Stone 
counties. 
Changing their courses, 
they went up James river to a 
point near the present 
site 
of 
Springfield, where they found lead 
and an old furnace. 
There they 
turned 
b a c k , 
descending 
the 
James and White rivers to Bates- 
ville, Arkansas. 
From there they 
went overland to Ste. Genevieve 
and St. Louis. 
Returning to the east. 
School- j 
craft published in 1819 A View 
of the Lead Mines of 
Missouri, j 
and two years later a Journal of a 
Tour into the Interior of Missouri 
and Arkansas. 
These works not • 
only gave Missouri a popular place • 
in historical literature, but brought 
the author into national promin-1 
ence. 
The government rewarded 
him with positions as an exploring 
scientist and later an Indian agent,1 
and before his death on December! 
10, 1864, he became internationally 
known 
for 
his 
scientific 
and 
ethnological studies.

Q. My home is to be built on a 
sloping site, and the floor of the 
dining room will be below the out­ 
side grade level. 
What distance 
between these two levels does good 
construction practice allow? 
A. The average 
depth 
below 
grade of the finish floor of 
the 
room should not exceed two and 
a half feet. 
The exterior walls 
below grade should 
be 
w ater­ 
proofed to eliminate* the 
possi­ 
bility of moisture penetration. 


Q. What is the correct ceiling 
height for a room? 
A. 
A ceiling height 
of 
eight 
feet is generally satisfactory for 
the average house. 
When possi­ 
ble, the ceiling height should be 
in proportion to the size of the 
room. 
If rooms are small, a ceil­ 
ing height somewhat less 
than 
eight feet will make rooms 
ap­ 
pear larger. 
If large, a 
ceiling 
height of more than eight feet 
often adds to the appearance of 
the 
room. 
From 
a 
practical 
standpoint 
t h e 
ceiling 
height 
should be sufficient to 
provide 
adequate headroom and free cir­ 
culation 
of 
air. 
The 
Federal 
Housing Administration has estab­ 
lished minimum allowable ceiling 
heights. 
These vary from seven 
to eight feet, depending upon the 
locality.

)VER all water pipes exposed to 
freezing temperature. 
When located in an unheated cel­ 
lar, porch, garage, etc- effective pro­ 
tection is provided by a commercial 
covering made of a layer of hair felt 
and a layer of wool felt. In severe 
climates where extended periods of 
below zero temperature is common 
use double thickness, staggering the 
joints and seams to assure a tight 
covering. 
Such covering is obtainable in 
three foot lengths, split along one 
side to fit around pipe. Metal bands 
are used to fasten securely. 
When exposed to weather, bind a 
jacket of roofing paper around the 
wool-felt covering with copper wire. 
Sink underground pipes below the 
frost line to eliminate danger of 
freezing. Required depths will vary 
as to climate and location. 
Q: Which way will I get the best ex­ 
terior paint, by mixing the ingredi­ 
ents on the job or by purchasing it 
ready-mixed? 
A: Since highest quality exterior 
paint, whether mixed on the job or 
purchased ready-mixed, must contain 
fundamentally the same basic ingre­ 
dients, 
both 
types 
should 
prove 
equally effective. 
However, by mixing paint on the 
job from paste white lead there is 
limitless latitude as to its formula­ 
tion. It is a simple matter to vary 
standard formulas to meet local cli­ 
matic or environmental conditions, 
producing paint particularly suited 
for each coat on any surface.

T h is W eek in M issouri H istory 


. , . Henry Howe Schoolcraft ... 
Almost a century and a quarter 
ago 
Henry 
Howe 
Schoolcraft 
toured the Missouri Ozarks, mak­ 
ing such a competent report 
on 
his trip that he not only impress­ 
ed eastern scientists, but govern­ 
ment officials decided to send him 
on a scientific expedition to the 
headwaters 
of 
the 
Mississippi 
river. 
Schoolcraft eventually be­ 
came the nation’s leading author­ 
ity on Indian ethnology, a noted 
scientist and naturalist, and 
the 
author of numerous articles and 
books. 
Schoolcraft, 
born 
in 
Albany, 
New York, on March 28, 1793, one 
hundred and 
forty-seven 
years 
ago this week, 
arrived 
in 
St. 
Louis late in July of 1818. 
This 
western metropolis, a town of 550 
houses, especially pleased 
him, 
and he referred to 
it 
as 
the 
“queen of the west.” No city that 
he knew of in Europe or Asia, sit­ 
uated 1200 miles from the 
sea, 
could be compared to it, he felt. 
With one companion, Levi Petti- 
bone, he left Potosi in Washing­ 
ton county in November, traveled 
in a southwest 
direction 
across 
Bates and Courtois creeks, and on 
the third day reached a Delaware 
Indian village in present craw- 
ford county. 
Four miles 
above 
this camp was a large village of 
Shawnces and three miles below 
another villge of Delawares. 
Across the divide to the south­ 
west they traveled, striking 
the 
Meramec river near its source in 
present Dent county. 
Ducks and 
wild game were abundant, deer 
and elk 
often 
disturbed 
their 
sleep, and almost every night they 
heard the wailing of wolves near­ 
by. 
In the area of 
present 
Texas 
county the travelers camped on a

tributary of Current river that ran 
alongside rocky bluffs. They gave 
to this stream the name of Cave 
creek, far from their camp in the 
valley they were able to 
visit 
seven caves, and camped in one 
during a rainstorm. 
In all of the 
caves they found pure crystals of 
saltpetre. 
The best known of the caves was 
the famous Ashly 
cave, 
about j 
fifty feet by ninety 
feet 
wide j 
and thirty feet high, while inside, 
were large passages 
and 
huge 
stalactite formations. 
The 
most 
remarkable 
thing 
about the cave to Schoolcraft was 
its nitre deposit, found both in its ! 
native state in rock crevices a n d 1 
also combined with the dirt that 
formed the bottom of the cave.1 
The works that had been erected 
by Ashley for extracting the salt­ 
petre were inside the cave, 
al- 
though a large quantity 
of 
the 
crude saltpetre was piled at its , 
mouth. 
No one 
was 
working 
there at that time, but large quan- i 
titles had already been transport-; 
ed to Ashley’s powder factory in 
Washington countv. 
Leaving Cave creek on Novem­ 
ber 15, the explorers 
continued 
their course to 
the 
southwest. 
They followed the valley for 
a 
time, and then entered a “h ig h -1 
land” prairie, described as a “level 
woodless 
barren 
covered 
with j 
wild grass,” 
i 
Eventually they crossed Whet­ 
stone and Clark creeks in Wright 
county, followed Wolf creek to its 
source, crossed over to the head 
waters of Bryant creek in Douglas 
county, and descended the north 
fork of White river to its mouth 
in Arkansas. 
On the way School­ 
craft remarked that “the bottom­ 
lands continue to improve both in 
quality and extent, and the growth 


of oene is 
more 
vigorous 
and 
green." 
After 
some 
adventures 
with 
hunters 
and 
early 
settlers 
on 
White river, they ascended into 
what today are Taney and Stone 
counties. 
Changing their courses, 
they went up James river to a 
point near the present 
site 
of 
Springfield, where they found lead 
and an old furnace. 
There they 
turned 
b a c k , 
descending 
the 
James and White rivers to Bates- J 
ville, Arkansas, 
From there they 
went overland to Ste Genevieve 
and St. Louis. 
Returning to the east. 
School- j 
craft published in 1819 A View 
of the Lead Mines of 
Missouri, 
and two years later a Journal of a 
Tour into the Interior of Missouri 
and Arkansas. 
These works not 
only gave Missouri a popular place 
in historical literature, but brought 
the author into national promin- j 
ence. 
The government rewarded 
him with positions as an exploring 
scientist and later an Indian agent, 
and before his death on December! 
10. 1864. he became internationally 
known 
for 
his 
scientific 
and 
ethnological studies.
